THE BIG FOUR LINES.

BHe Will Celebrate Next Thursday the
Fiftieth Anniversary of Introduc-
tiom toe Railroad Life.

H. M. Bronson, aszistant general passen-
ger agent of the Big Four lines and who
yanks as one of the oldest passenger officlals
in the service, will on Thursday next cele-
brate the fiftleth anniversary of his rall-
joad career. On May 21, 1558, he began rall-
road service with the Mad River & Lake
Erie Raillroad, now the Bandusky division
of the Big Four, checking merchandise,
unloading propellers and steamboats and
Joading cars, and vice versa, on the docks,
and continued with that company until the
fall of 1866, when he lef: and went to Ken-
yon College, spending two and a half years
at that place. In March, '8, he took service
with the 8. M. & N. Rallroad, now the Lake
Erie division of the B. & 0., and for several
years was chief clerk in the general freight
and passenger offlce, wlhich was under one
head. In 1883 the offices were dlvided, and
Bhe was made general pessenger agent. The
8. M. & N. road was at that time very
closely affillated with the B. & O., although
each was under a different organization.
Their principal business during the war
was handling troops, prisoners and muni-
tions of war. He was lleutenant In the Ohio
national guard Infantry at the same time
he was general passenger agent of the S,
M. & N., and in "84 their regiment was or-
dered down into Virginla and served dur-
ing the summer of '64,at the same time
he was general passenger agent of the S.
M. & N. Rallroad,

In August 1569 the 8. M. & N. was leased

outright by the B. & O. and he was offered
pesition as assistant general passenger
agent of the entire B. & O. system, with L.
M. Cole, who was general passenger agent
&t that time, but declined the offer and
fccepted the general passenger agency of
the old Mad River & Lake Erie. the name

having been changed to the Cincinnati, San-
dusky & Cleveland, and remained in that
ysition until 1890, when 't was leased to the
B. & W. He rema'ned with that com-
any until the conneceting link betweén the
, B. & W. and the C. 8. & G. from Indian-
apolis to Springficld was completed in 1882,
when he came to Indignaopils as general
Jassenger agent of the 1., B, & W. system,
ncluding the Ohio Southern, the Toledo &

NEW COMMISSION NAMED

- g

IT WILL SEPARATE GIRLS' SCHOOL
AND WOMEN’S PRISON,

John T. Stout, E. M. Camphell, E. M.
Johnson and August M. Kuhn Ap-
pointed by the Governor,

_.

Governor Durbin last evening announced
the appointment of John T. Stout, of Paoli,
and E. M. Campbell, E. M. Johnson and
August M. Kuhn, of Indianapolis, as the
commission for the separation of the In-

diana Industrial School for Girls from the
Woman's Prigon. The Governor is himself,

ex officio, a member of the commission.
Under the act of the recent Legisiature a

new institution is to be established for the
Industrial School for Girls, separate and
widely apart from the present Institution,

in the eastérn part of the efty. The com-
mission shall decide upon a location and

purchase the land whereon to erect the
buildings. The selection may be made by

agreement of a majority of the commission.
The law provides that in the selection of
the site the commissioners shall take into
consideration the fulfillment of the object
of the establishment of the new Institution
—that the Girls’ School and Woman's Pris-
on shall be widely separated—and also the
natural advantages of the location for the
purposes of the institution, including farm-
ing, gardening and horticulture, adequate
amnd suitable dralnage, water supply, pro-
visions for the disposal of sewage, electric
and steam railroad facilitles, proper dispo-
gition of the necessary bulldings and its
general adaptability, =0 as to provide for
the erection of a modern school of this
class. The commissioners shall not take
into consideration any offer of land or any
other donation or inducement in deciding
upon the location of the new institution—in
other words, the State is not looking for a
bonus.

The commissioners will receive § per day
for each day’s service and their actual
traveling expenses. The board shall or-
ganize by the selection of a president, sec-
retary and treasurer, and the treasurer
ghall furnish bond in the sum of $25,000.

The law conrtemplates the purchase of a
tract of not less than eighty acres of land
without the city of Indianapolis, but within
ten miles of the city. The commissioners
ghall, when necessary, select a superintend-
ent of construction, who shall be especially
qualified for his duties, who shall have
charge, under the direction of the commis-
sioners, of the construction and develop-
ment of the school bulldings. The plans
shall provide for sultable and substantial
buildinge of fireproof or slow-burning con-
struction, and for the necessary appurte-
nances, and shall embody the best ideas in
plans and sanitary construction, to be of
the most aprroved type, on the cottage
plan.

An appropriation of $150,000 was made for
the work of the commission, $100,000 of
which Is avallable June 1 next and the bal-
ance on Nov. 1. The law stipulates that
the work shall be completed and the new
institution turned over to the board of man-
agers of the Girlg’ Industrial School on or
before Oct. 31, 1%94. The commission will
hold monthly meetings, and a preliminary
meoting to effect an organization will be
called next week,

The commission is bi-partisan, Mr. Stout
and Mr. Campbell being Republicans and
Mr. Johngon and Mr. Kuhn Democrats. All
the members are well-known business men.
